gain a wider horizon, a rebirth of vision. 
Social solidity, however, by which love is enlarged and made more 
abundant, requires no separation from hum an beings, but a more in ti­ 
m ate contact, thus to test and prove this courage, so necessary to the 
growth and enlargem ent of the hum an heart and its life iii the world. 
We depend upon others for the richness th at keeps re-creating us 
into livable hum an beings. 
And I might say—lovable hum an beings. 
If we have no pity and concern for the lowliest and m eanest of hum an 
beings, we cannot partake of the glory th a t is an inheritance of the 
greatest. 
I like to think of this courage of love as the missing link in 
the process of re-birth of the whole man or woman. 
We cannot get very far through a scramble of m aterialism , so long as 
we neglect this courage of love for which the broken heart of the world 
cries! 
Happiness. Can it come from mistrust, envy and selfish desire fur 
gain? 
Why is it th a t the world cannot live In peace, contentm ent and co­ 
operation? 
Does it take sword and cannon to enforce the Golden Rule of 
Christ? The courage of love is more potent than any courage of the b at­ 
tlefield, with its afterm ath of death and tears and hate. 
There is a universal appeal for peace in the entire world today that 
calls for a courage of love to dictate its terms!
